results of “hogging 
off 
corn” 
demonstration* conducted 
by 
State College and cooperating farm ers 
in five counties last year, it is entirely 
possible to make the corn bring that 
much when sold as pork. 
For the past several years these 
“hogging off corn'’ experiments have 
been conducted right on the farm, and 
at no time has the return in pork 
value shown that the corn harvested 
by shotes was worth less than a dollar 
a bushel. 
The results of last year’s 
experiments have just been announced 
by State College through the Adams 
county Farm Bureau. 
On seven demonstrations 28G shotes , 
spent an average of 44 days in the 
cornfield during early fall.
